A Convention Man’s View. 


As one of the strongest and most promi- 
nent democrats in Alabama who is opposing 
repeal said to me tonight: “If we had been 
able to keep that little crowd of bolters 
quiet, we would have had the easiest sort of 
sailing in this convention matter. They 
nave done the cause infinite harm. We 
cannot charge that they are insincere, and 
yet it looks as if they should have realized 
that the course they are pursuing is the one 
calculated to do the convention movement 
more harm than anything else could. I 
have been fighting for a constitutional con- 
vention for ten years, but 1 confess that 
once in a while, when watching the antics 
of that crowd, I am afflicted with a mo- 
mentary attack of doubt as to the wisdom 
of this particular movement. Of course 
there is never any real doubt in my mind, 
for I have long been in favor of a constitu- 
tional convention; but if even a momentary 
feeling of dubiousness comes to me, it 18 easy 
to judge the effect of the activity of this 
bolting element upon the democratic mass- 
es Who may not see the need of constitu- 
tional revision as I see it.’’ 

Continuing, this democratic leader 
ed: “If these people believe there is a 
chance of their getting back into hieh 
places in the party through their activity 
in this matter, they will find only dis- 
appointment awaiting them. They may im- 
agine they are the whole thing in this 
movement, but as a matter of fact, they 
form, despite all their bluff and bluster, an 
infinitesimally small part init. If this were 
not true, the constitutional convention 
would never have had any more show than 
a little snowball in hell at its highest tem- 
perature; if it is beaten, as now seems prob- 
able, defeat will be due to their presence 
in the ranks of the convention supporters 
and to the character of the fight they have 
been making.”

Now it is not to be understood from this 
that the democrats of Alabama draw the 
line on men who strayed ont of the party 
fold but have since come back.

Many monuments have been erected 
upon battlefields of this republic, but it 
has rema!ined for Kentucky to be the 
first of all the states, with tender and 
motherly devotion, to erect a blended 
nonument to all her sons, a monument 
that carries with it and upon it complete 
reconciliation of all contending pas- 
sions. 

This shaft {s dedicated, not alone to 
those who died on this and surrounding 
fields, but to the gallant survivors who, 
when the frowning clouds of war were 
dispelled by the bright sunshine of 
peace, returned to their homes to repair 
broken fortunes and are today number- 
ed among the best and most distinguish- 
ea sons of the commonwealth.

No Partiality in Remembrance. 

Kentucky has evinced no partiality in 
this evidence of loving remembrance. It 
carries with it no heart-burning, no 
jeaiousy, no invidious distinction. It is 
net an emblem of honor to the victor 
and reproach to the vanquished—but.an 
equal tribute to the worth of alj. In 
future the descendants of chivalrous 
confederates may proudly gaze upon it, 
reallzing that the state has honored 
their ancestors, and that, although their 
cause was lost, their heroism is revered 
and their memories perpetrated. And 
the sons of the brave men who fought 
on the other side may look upon it with 
equal pride, feeling that {t fitly com- 
memorates the gailant deeds of their 
illustrious ancestors, who preserved the 
nation from destruction. May it en- 
dure forever standing-guard over victor 
and vanquished with the statue that 
surmounts it, In one hand holding the 
torch of liberty shedding abroad its 
benign rays; in the other grasping the 
swo-*, emblematical of the strength of 
one people, ready and anxious at all 
times to uphold the integrity of one 
country and to drive, wounded and 
bleeding, from its shores any insolent 
foe that shall ever dare invade them. 

And now, after the mists of prejudice 
have been torn from our eyes and we 
enabled to see the bright stars of truth 
and reason which shine beyond, all can 
plainly divine the sentiments which in- 
spired the actors in that bloody drama. 

That the union should have been pre- 
slavery abolished all are 
ready to concede. That the victors won 
in honorable fight no one will dispute. 
But while this ig manifest, it is equally 
true that those who were fortunately 
defeated. were inspired by sincere devo- 
tion to principles conscientiously be- 
lieved to be just; that they fought wit? 
valor, equaled alone by those who op- 
posed them, but never surpassed, and 
their herole bravery and suffering en- 
title them to the admiration of all man- 
kind. 

There could be no more convincing 
evidence of the righteous termination of 
that great struggle than the present 
grandeur and power of the republic—to- 
day the richest nation on earth, the 
workshop and granary of the globe. 


No More Slavery Is Wanted. 


No sane man would revive the institu- 
ion of. slavery, for the heroic. blood of 
our negro troops has obliterated every 
lingering regret of the master and pro- 
claimed, in unmistakable language, that 
the liberty of 1899 is better than the 
siavery of 1861. ae 

The monument dedicated today may, 
in the rush of years, crumble and fall 
into dust, but around fhe summits of 
Lookout and Missionary Ridge, like 
gathering mists, shall remain forever 
the memories of these historic fields, 
and in every heart shall bea monument 
of love and strength and patriotism, 
which will perpetuate through all com- 
ing time the glories of that great con- 
flict.

SIXTY RIOTERS ARH ARRESTED. 


Troops Take Firm Possession of Dis- 
turbed Idaho Town. 

Wardner, Idaho, May 3,—Sixty rioters con- 
cerned in the. disturbance cf last Sunday 
have been arrested since the arrival this 
afternoon -of company M, Twenty-fourth 
infantry. 

As soon as the serving of warrunts be- 
gan the rioters scrambled over the hills 
in frantic efforts to escape. About gixty 
were caught and others will be pursued. 
Only one tried to resist. He was prompt- 
ly overpowered. 

The prisoners were marched to camp. 
Nearly all are Italians and Swedes. Forty- 
nine of the Fourth cavalry arrived here 
fron Walla Walla today.

BLACK FACES. 
HAUNTED HER 


Persecution of a Norhern Whit 
Woman by Negroes, 


SHE WAS THE MAIN WITNESS 


Bo the Trial and Conviction of One of 
Their Celor, 


AND THEY MADE HER LIFE MISERABLE 


Pressed Their Faces Against the Win- 
cows of Her House and Hurled 
Rocks Into the Rooms—At- 
tempt of Poor Woman 
To Take Her Life. 


New York, May 3.—(Special.)—The Even- 
ing World publishes the following story to- 
day as an obverse picture of the ‘‘perse- 
cuted 

“The other side of the race problem which 
is now agitating Georgia and other south- 
ern states was brought to light early this 
morning in the outsKirts of Flushing, when 
Mrs. llenry Wenteldorf was found hanging 
basement of her house, at 13 Law- 
rence street. She had tried to kill herself 
to the persecution of ignorant ne- 
groes of the neighborhood who were angry 
because her testimony had sent one of their 
number to state prison. 

“Henry Wenteldorf was a constable. In 
October, 1897, he was given a warrant to 
serve on ‘Thad’ Norfleet, a ‘bad-negro,’ ac- 
cording to common report and belief. He 
never served it. The negro resisted arrest 
and Wenteldorf was killed. Norfleet was 
afterwards arrested and sent to state pris- 
on for years. Ever since then Nor- 
fleet's friends have hounded the widow and 
made life a burden to her. 

“Biack faces have been seen at the win- 
dows at night. Panes of glass have been 
broken by stones and bullets and it was no 
uncommon thing for huge bowlders to be 
hurled with startling effect against the 
front door. Under the persecution the poor 
woman grew very despondent. ‘They will 
be the death of me yet,’ she said. 

“Friends advised the two daughters of 
the woman to keep an eye upon her and 
they watched her day and night. Ata late 
night Sadie, a girl of Thirteen, 
with her mother, missed her 
from her side. She rose hastily and ran 
through the house, calling her mother’s 
name. In the basement she found her 
hanging to a beam unconscious. The girl 
summoned her older sister, Ethel, and to- 
gether the rope. A doctor was 
summoned and after working a long time 
over the mother restored her to conscious- 
She had been nearly strangled and 
sald she had been forced to do away with 
herself the negroes hounding 
her {in such a after killing her hus- 
band, that she could not have them punish- 
e@ legally.

THE PRAIRIE FIRES DEVASTATE. 


Dakota Districts Are Ruined by the 
Recurring Flames. 

Sioux Citv, Iowa, May 20.—Definite reports 
show hundreds of thousands of dollars 
damage by the prairie fires in various parts 
of South Dakota. 

In Sanborn county several] dozen far- 
mers lost everything. From Jerauld coun- 
ty comes a like story. South of Armour a 
large number of farmers were burned out.

THE ITALIAN CABINET IS OUT. 


RESIGNATION. FOLLOWS ACTION 
OF MINISTRY IN CHINA. 


General Pelliux Defends the Position 
of His Cabinet in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 


Rome,, May 3.—The Italian ministry has 
resigned. Immediately upon the opening 
of the chamber of deputies today General 
Pelliux, the premier and minister of the in- 
terior, arose and addressed an attentive 
house. 

He said that in consequence of interpella- 
tions touching the Chinese question, the 
government had been forced to consider 
the gravity of the situation. The effect 
of yesterday’s debate showed a large mi- 
nority in the chamber of deputies against 
the ministry's action in China, which would 
be supported by only a weak majority. 

Therefore the prime minister said there 
could be no useful result from further 
discussion, 

General Pelliux said he wondered how a 
modest commercial initiative in China could 
justify fears of military expansion in Ery- 
threa. The government, he said, could not 
consent to withdraw Italian warships from 
the Yellow sea and therefore resigned. 

Adjournment of the house having been 
moved, a number of deputies loudly pro- 
tested against the habit of ministries re- 
signing on the eve of an adverse voie. 
Finally, in the midst of considerable uproar, 
the chairman declared the session closed, 
and the chamber adjourned amid great ex- 
citement, 

King Humbert has reserved his decision 


reéletive to the resignation of the ministry, 
but the cabinet will remain in office for the 
dispatch of current business. 


FLAG OVER AMERICAN SITE.

Paris, May 3.—The transfer of the exhl- 
bition site on the Quai d’Orsay, upon which 
the American building will be erected, was 
made to the United States commissioner, 
Ferdinand W. Peck, this afternoon. 

The ceremony, which was a simple one, 
took place in the presence of Alfred Picard, 
commissary general of the exposition, and 
others. Immediately after the transfer 
the stars and stripes were hoisted over the 
site. 

A curious coincident was that the Span- 
ish sites’ which were the only others yet 
occupied were taken possession of by the 
commissioners of that country this morn- 
ing and that their flags are the only ones 
waving side by side with the stars and 
stripes.

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ACCIDENT TO FREIGHT TRAIN. 
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Ten Box Cars Demolished at Greenes- 
boro. 

Greénesboro, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—At 8 
o'clock yesterday morning a «westbound 
freight train passed the Georgia railroad 
depot running very fast. Just as it passed 
around a curve in the railroad track, about 
three hundred yards distant, a car sill 
probably broke, letting part of the truck 
down onto the crossties, as they were torn 
up for about two hundred and fifty yards.

WILL NOT MERGE 


Association Decides Not To Main- 
tain Organization, 


ACTION WAS TAKEN YESTERDAY 


On the Proposition To. Bisband and Join 
the Horticulturist 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS ARE. RECEIVED 


The Freeze Did Not Hurt the Trees 
to the Extent That Was at 
First Feared It Would—The 
General News of 
Macon. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, May 3.—The Georgia Fruit Growers’ 
Association will remain a permanent organ- 
ization and will not disband and become a 
part of the State Horticultural Society. 

This important action was taken today at 
a meeting of the association, which was 
held at the Brown house, 

Hon. Dudley M,. Hughes, of Danville, pres- 
ident of the association, presided over the 
deliberation, and in calling the meeting to 
order, made some interesting remarks. He 
stated that the fruit situation was decided- 
ly better than when the association met in 
Macon a short time ago, soon after the 
freeze, and said at that time many of the 
members were discouraged because they 
were unable to determine the exact extent 
of damage done to the trees, especially the 
fruit trees, by the severe cold. Today’s meet- 
ing, he said, was largely in the nature of an 
experience meeting and to hear reports from 
members as to the results of the late freeze 
and to decide whether the association 
should disband and merge itself into the 
State Horticultural Society. He advocated 
the union and co-operation of the fruit 
growers of Georgia. 

Two of the most prominent gentlemen in 
attendance were State Agricultural Com- 
missioner Stevens and State Entomologist. 
There were also present John B. James, 
H, A. Matthews and A. S$. Talman, of Fort 
Valley; W. B. Broadfield, of Nona; B. T.

Secretary Chase, of the Southern railway; 
Mr. Tomlinson, of Gordon; Mr. Shannon, 
of Jeffersenville; W. C. and J. A. Stafford, 
of Barnesville; T. O. Skellie, of the Cen- 
tral railroad; W. W. Hulbert, of the South- 
ern Express Company; J. A. Johnson, of 
Albany; Captain Sibley, of Tifton; W. L. 
Glessner, of the Geofgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railroad; Colonel D. M. Hughes, of Dan-

State Agricultural Commissioner Stevens 
had traveled all over the state and made 
diligent inquiry. His observation and in- 
formation went to confirm the statements 
made. The trees are in a flourishing con- 
dition in most-instances. He did not be- 
lieve a carload of peaches would be ship- 
ped out of Georgia this season, though the 
Tifton growers thought they would be able 
to do so. The apples look diseased. The 
cold weather has almost eradicated the 
scale, but this was the time to prosecute 
the war against the pest. He would be 
giad to assist the growers in any way in his 
power, 

Mr. Johnson, of Albany, said “his trees 
were apparently not much damaged and 
there was a vigorous growth.

This good man 
and worthy citizen lived and died in the 
immediate vicinity of the place cf ais 
birth and spent his entire life in and 
for this county, except the four years 
which he gave to the cause of the con- 
federacy, in which he served as first 
lieutenant of company K, of the fa- 
mous Forty-second Georgia regiment. 

He was an enterprising and public- 
spirited citizen and was one of the pro- 
moters and directors of the first exposi- 
tion as well as the Cotton States and 
International exposition and rendered 
valuable service to both. 

After the war he was called by his 
people to serve as county surveyor and 
for fifteen successive years faithfully 
filled that position. He was elected by 
his people last fall as a member of this 
board and entered upon the discharge of 
his duties as.a county commissioner in 
January of the present year He took 
an active and intelligent interest in all 
the affairs of the county and rendered 
valuable service to the people in the 
discharge of his official duties. 

As a citizen, soldier and official he 
was faithful to every trust.

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MUST PAY LICENSE 


Important Case Made by License In- 
spector Against Editor Cronheim. 


HIS IS A SLCRET ORDER PAPER 


Claimed Te Be Exempt from Taxation 
and City License. 


RECORDER BROYLES DECIDES AGAINST EDITOR 


-_ 


Case Will Be Far Reaching in Its Ef- 
fects—Ingenious Argument Made 
by Defendant’s Attorney. 


Two days ago a case was made by City 
License Inspector Hunter against the editor 
of The Pythian Lodge Secret, a weekly 
paper devoted to the Interests of the 
Knights of Pythias. The inspector charged 
that H, Cronheim, the editor, was a pub- 
lisher within the meaning of the city tax 
ordinance, and therefore liable for a pub- 
lisher’s license of $25 a year. ‘The recorder 
pestponed the hearing of the ease until 
yesterday in order to give both sides time 
to prepare their case, as it was-considered 
one of considerable importance to the secret 
fraternities throughout the g¢etate. 

Yesterday afternoon Cronheim was ar- 
raigned in the police court and he was rep- 
resented by Attorney Morde Foote, 

Inspector Showed that Editor 
Cronheim was issuing The Pythian Lodge 
Secret, a weekly paper, which was owned 
and published by him, and that it had 
many paid subscribers and some good -pay- 
ing advertisements. He produced the tax 
ordinance for 1899, whieh called for a li- 
cense of $25 for al] publishers. 

Attorney Foote showed for Cronheim that 
the paper was got out by the Foote & 
Davies Printing Company, and that this 
company had a publisher's license. 

What the Defense Claimed. 

The position taken by the defense was 
that Foote & Davies were in reality ihe 
publishers, and not Cronheim, who was cnly 
the editor. The defense further showed 
that The Pythian Lodge Secret was a pa- 
per published exclusively for the members 
of the Knights of Pythias, and that all of 
its support, both in subscriptions and ad- 
vertisements, came from members of that 
order, 

Attorney Foote made quite an able argu- 
ment in support of the position which his 
client assumed. He said that the supreme 
court of Georgia had decided that secret 
orders were in the nature of charitable in- 
stitutions, and Judge Bleckley had laid 
down this principle at length in the eighty- 
first Georgia. 

“IT wish to call attention to a case,"’ eaid 
Mr. Foote, “in waich the grand lodge of 
Masons took an appeal to the supreme 
court. At Rome; Ga., the Masons built a 
temple and rented out the lower floor as 
stores. The city and state demanded taxes 
on the building and the superior court de- 
against the Masons, who contended 
that their building was exempt because .t 
belonged to a charitable institution and 
came under the same head as churches. In 
this case the supreme court held that that 
pertion of the building which was rented 
out to the general public was not exempt, 
but the entire bullding was subject to tax- 
ation. <All portions of the building were 
exempt that were a covering influence to 
the members of the order.” 

Mr. Foote then went on to show that 
Editor Cronheim issued a paper which waé 
entirely for=the benefit of the Knights of 
Pythixs and did not come in competition 
with other newspapers. He also held that 
Foote & Davies were within the meaning 
of the law as publishers, and that a license 
had already been secured by them. 

The Recorder’s Decision. 

Recorder Broyles held that Editor Cron® 
heim was subject to a license as a pub- 
lisher. 

“His paper does come in competition 
with other papers.for advertisements,” said 
the recorder, ‘‘and I will hold that he will 
have \to pay a publisner’s license.” 

Editor Cronheim asked to be given until 
next Wednesday to arrange the matter in 
order to have ‘his associates in the Knights 
of Pythias appear before the council tax 
committee, and the request was granted. 

This case, it is believed, will be far-reach- 
ing in its effects, if the recorder is sustain- 
ed and many other similar publications 
will be made to pay a city license.

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SHOT TWO WOMEN | 


AND TRIED SUICIDE 


Henry Westmoreland [s Found with His 
Throat Cut. 


WILL NOT DIE FROM WOUNDS 


He Shot His Wife and Her Mother 
Tuesday Night. 


ONE OF THE WOMEN CANNOT RECOVER 


The Man Will Be Tried for Murder as 
Soon as He Recovers—Will 
Be Guarded. 


At No. 4 Biggers street, Henry West- 
moreland, ihe negre who shot his wife and 
her motner Tuesday night, was found yes- 
terday morning.with a bullet in his head 
and his threat cut from ear to ear. After 
trying to murder his wifs and mother-in- 
law Henry had gone to the house on Big- 
gers street to hide from the officers of 
the law. 

He slept in the kitchen of the house all 
night with his pistol by his side. When 
morning came he seemed afraid to leave 
the place, although he had buasted, with 
his smoking pistol in his hand, that after 
he had attempted to murder the two wo- 
men he was ready to see the police. 

About half past 8 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the women in the house at No. 46 Big- 
gers street heard a pistol] shot in the kitch- 
en and they ran into the room and found 
the man lying in a pool of blood. Officers 
Sewell and Langford went to the house and 
had Westmoreland taken to the Grady hos- 
pital. The negro had cut his throat with 
a razor and then shot himself. 

Westmoreland will recover from his self- 
inflicted wounds which he had made in 
an attempt to commit suicide. 

The man’s mother-in-law will die, and as 
soon as Henry gets out of the hospital he 
will be tried, and the probability that 
he will either go to the penitentiary for 
life or be hanged. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Constitu, 
tion, Westmoreland went to a house near 
Grant park where his wife had gone to 
live with her mother. He had sent her 
word if she did not come back to him it 
would be worse for both her and her 
mother. When he entered the home of 
Jane Carter Tuesday night he deliberately 
shot her down and then turned upon her 
daughter and fired at her. 

After firing five shots he -reloaded his 
pistol and told the people who ran to the 
scene of the shooting that he was ready 
to kill any policeman who tried to arrest 
him. 

Mary Westmoreland, the wife, was hit 
in the mouth and in the arm by two bul- 
lets, and while her wounds are serious it 
is believed she will recover. 

Jane Carter, Westmoreiand’s mother-in- 
law, was shot through the abdomen and 
she can only live a few hours longer at 
the utmost. Last night four physicians 
performed an operation to locate the bullet. 
They found that it had penetrated the liver 
and lodged near the spinal column. It 
could not be extracted. The wound was 
pronounced fatal. 

The shooting created considerable ex- 
citement at the park, a crowd of young 
ladies and gentlemen being near the scene 
of the crime, The ladies ran, panic strick- 
en, and one of them fell into the lake. 

The Grady hospital physicians have been 
notified to keep a close watch on West- 
moreland and not to let him escape when 
he is convalencent. 

As soon as the negro 
will be sent to the Tower, 
time Jane Carter is dead, 
for murder.

The delay of cases on account of the sick- 
ness of attorneys is done away with by a 
provision for the appointment of counsel for 
the accused by the court, in addition to 
the lawyers he may employ.
